'The  points  to  bo  noted  arc  tho  widespread  epidemic  of  measles 
which  occurred  in  the  early  months  of  the  year.  Fortunately  the 
eases  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  there 'was  not  a  single  death. 

It  is  many  years  since  there  have  been  so  few  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  as  in  1943,  or  since  the  total  number  of  removals  of 
infectious  disease  was  only  one. 

Another  feature  on  which  we  are  to  be  envied  is  that  wo  have 
not  had  a  single  ease  of  piphthcria.  it  would  appear  that  the 
intensive  efforts  to  protect  our  young  population  by  immuni s ati c n 
are  now  paying  a  handsome  dividend.  This  dividend  is  in  actual 
money  as  well  as  In  health,  as  the  cost  of  hospital  treatment 
for  diphtheria  cases  has  frequently  amounted  to  several  hundred 
pounds. 

As  a  large  proportion  of  the  children  were  immunised  during  our 
specific  campaigns,  our  new  cases  are  relatively  few  in  number 
pretty  well  corresponding  to  tho  number  of  births  in  the 
previous  year.  Twenty  cases  wore  immunised  in  1943.
